Grant McDonald said he 
will continue to fight over the 
wording of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment’s standard operating 
policy, not because of any 
political power struggle, but 
because of concern over the 
right for firemen to elect their 
Chief. 

Both the committee’s and 
McDonald’s decisions were 
reached last Thursday after 
members of the Protective 
Services committee met with 
members of the fire depart¬ 
ment to discuss a letter sent 
to council by McDonald ear¬ 
lier this month. 

In the letter, McDonald ex¬ 
pressed a concern over word¬ 
ing of the poliey which he 
feels may lead to a loss of 
firemen's rights to vote for 
their chief. Council decided 
to disc uss the issue with the 
depart ment because they felt 
the letter may have indicated 
a power struggle within the 
ranks of the force. 

"But (at the meeting] we 
did not find any power strug¬ 
gle," said Councillor Rod 
Collinge. “Wc found that 90 
percent of the firemen were 
behind the chief. Just a cou¬ 
ple were concerned with the 
wording of the document. As 
far as the Protective Services 
Committee isconcemed. this 
is a dead issue unless it

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"Theatre Didsbury 
now a reality

What began as a fundraising 
activity for the Didsbury Figure 
Skating Club two years ago has 
evolved Into a full-fledged Inde¬ 
pendent theatre company. 

Instead of using more con¬ 
ventional means to raise money, 
such as selling chocolate bars 
door to door, Clare Nathan- 
Slmons suggested the Figure 
Skating Club stage a murder 
mystery production. When the 
first show sold out In under two 
weeks with minimal advertis¬ 
ing. the four principles, Derek 
Lewis, Tony Sylvestre. and Clare 
and GeofTNathan-Slmons, knew 
they’d come up with a market¬ 
able product. 

The first production of the 
fledgling theatre group was 
staged February 13. 1993. and 
the troupe already has book¬ 
ings Into 1994. 

“Other local theatre groups 
are based out of Olds and we 
wanted to do something In 
Didsbury.” Tony Sylvestre ex¬ 
plained. "We were asked, actu¬ 
ally. by the Recreation Board 
and the Economic Development 
Officer In Didsbury If we would 
In fact start something here.” 

The four principles have a 
formed loosely structured but 
cohesive unit. 

"We don’t have a president. 
It's fairly Informal.” said 
Sylvestre. 

Derek l.ewl^handles finances 
and bookings In addition to di¬ 
recting and acting duties. GeofT 
Nathan-Slmons works back 
stage on set design and con¬ 
struction. Tony Sylvestre Is usu¬ 
ally front and centre on stage 
but said without Clare Nathan- 
Slmons In the wings: “I’m totally 
useless. She’s my nanny. She 
does everything backstage. She 
keeps It all organized and run¬ 
ning smoothly.” 

We've all been Involved with 
theatre locally for years.” said 
Clare Nathan-Slmons. We all 
enjoy a challenge. To start some¬ 
thing new like this is exciting.” 

We've kept the core group 


small on purpose." said GeofT 
Nathan-Slmons. “It's more man¬ 
ageable. With a larger group 
there’s a lot of talking but noth¬ 
ing gets done." 

Ultimately, Theatre Didsbury 
hopes to stage full-blown major 
productions, but, as Sylvestre 
pointed out. That takes money.” 
Currently the dlrectorsarc work¬ 
ing In conjunction with the curl¬ 
ing club which will become their 
home base when renovations 
are completed In the fall of 1993. 
The plan Is to stage 3 three-act 
comedies per year. Patrons will 
be able to buy season's tickets 
or attend shows individually. 

The typical production takes 
around 10 actors to stage. "We'll 
be holding auditions before each 
show.” Sylvestre said. Working 
with people who are new to this 
Is always fun. Anyone who's 
been backstage will tell you how 
much fun we have as a group 
and we want to make sure the 
audience Is having as much fun 
as we are.” 

Times are tough, especially 
In a farming community like 
ours.” said Clare Nathan- 
Slmons. We can give the audi¬ 
ence a great night out at small 
expense without driving to the 
city. People need to forget their 
troubles, have a night out, be 
entertained.” 

Sylvestre agreed, adding. 
We’re determined tobrlng thea¬ 
tre to Didsbury. and we're work¬ 
ing toward that end. We wanted 
to make theatre accessible to 
everybody. We decided we were 
going to give people the type of 
theatre they wanted to see.” 

'The Didsbury audience Is 
fabulous, very supportive." said 
Clare Nathan-Slmons who ad¬ 
vised that clubs or groups look¬ 
ing for an alternative to holding 
a dance, or those looking for a 
different way to raise funds for 
their organization, can contact 
thedlrectors ofTheatre Didsbury 
to book the players Individually 
or as a troupe. ‘We're out to 
entertain people. We are avail¬ 
able and we will travel.”

Who 

loses?

Who loses? 

An Interesting debate is being stirred up by proposed 
changes to the parole laws here in Canada. 

The changes, made in the hopes of enhancing the legal 
system's ability to keep 'hardened' criminals in jail longer, 
strongly stirs feelings on either side of the debate over the 
rights of criminals versus the rights of the victims and the 
question of the usefulness of the Canadian justice system as 
a whole. 

The questions we must ask are who's purposes are the 
proposed changes going to serve, and what does the proposal 
mean in light of the philosophical basis for our Justice 
system? 

Everyone will agree victims of crime have been sorely 
under-represented in the commission of justice in the past. 
Allowingjudgcment based partially on the victim's account of 
the impact of the crime may help prove the wrongness of their 
ways to the criminal and help in the healing process for the 
victim. This could go a long way towards helping stop crime 
through societal changes. 

But studies have shown lengthening jail time does little 
towards either of these positive ends, neither does it reduce 
the recidivism rate or boost the deterrent effect. 

Allowing a convicted criminal out on parole is a risky 
business whenever that parole comes about. How will an 
extra year in prison change a repeat offender’s desire to 
recommit? The argument that keeping a convict in prison at 
least keeps that person off the street doesn’t wash either 
unless we plan changes to our societal mores, refuse to ever 
believe criminals can unlearn their criminal ways. 

Extending prison terms also is unreasonable considering 
the current state of finances in Canada. Tax payers have had 
enough. The federal government is attempting to rid itself of 
deficit budgeting. Each prisoner costs Canadian tax payers 
thousands and thousands of dollars a year. Where will the 
extra money come from? 

But with deeper examination of these proposed changes, 
we find a more philosophical argument against them. The 
lobby for tougher parole laws shows admitted lack of faith in 
our present system of punishment for illegal activity. We 
admit that taking away a citizen’s freedoms does little to sway 
them from committing the crime. This in itself argues against 
the changes. If we already believe our justice system doesn't 
work, why lengthen the process? Shouldn’t this Catch 22 
indicate the need for a larger picture solution? Shouldn't we 
be examining alternate methods for dealing with crime? 

The question is not whether or not our justice system 
works, it is becoming overly apparent that it does not. The 
question ishowtotreat thcills. Obviously we cannot lcavethe 
system the way it is, but It is also illogical to expand on a 
system we already have no faith in. 

We must find another answer.

Report from the Legislature

A number of people have 
asked mo about the termination 
of the Community Recreations/ 
Cultural Grant program re¬ 
cently. This program ended on 
December 31. 1992. 

The Community Recreations/ 
Cultural Grant program was 
established In 1985 to develop 
and maintain recreational and 
culture facilities throughout Al¬ 
berta. Funding was based on a 
per capita basis and adminis¬ 
tered by the local municipali¬ 
ties. It has been so successful 
that In 1990 It was extended a 
further three year period at a 


reduced rate-sort of a "phasing 
out" period. The program ended 
at the conclusion of this exten¬ 
sion period. 

It Is Interesting to note the 
Impact that this program has 
had on our area. The following Is 
an overview of what each com¬ 
munity received over the period 
from 1985 to 1992 Inclusive: 
Municipal District of Bighorn - 
$611.00: Town of Carstairs - 
$295,122.00: Village of 

Cremona - $173,252.00. Town 
of Cross field - $218,020.00; 
Town of Dldsbury 
$496,810.00: Town of Olds - 
$738.514.00: Town of Sundre - 
$374,104.00. 

As you can see there has 
been well over $2 million In¬ 
jected Into our constituency over 
the period of this program. Al¬ 
though this program has been 
extremely beneficial. I do not 
believe that It should have been 
reinstated In view of today's fis¬ 
cal realities. One of the things 
that made It so successful was 
the local administration of the 
program. The communities 
themselves were able to alkx'ate 


Danger of st rangulation— 
drawstrings on clothing 

Accident iul injury is the primary killer of children in 
Canada -it takes twice as many ehildren's lives as 
cancer. Accidents on playground equipment are one of 
the most common causes of injury to children through¬ 
out the year. However, in cold weather particular kinds 
of accidents may be caused by outdoor play. 

Drawstrings on the hoods or necks, mitten cords, 
trailing scarves and loose clothing can easily catch on 
playground equipment, fences or gates and cause stran¬ 
gulation. 

During 1992, four Canadian children died of stran¬ 
gulation when their clothing or a string attached to their 
clothing was caught on fences or playground equip¬ 
ment. 

KidsCarc, the child safety awareness program of 
Consumer and Corporate Affairs Canada, reminds par¬ 
ents and caregivers of this potential danger of strangu¬ 
lation. Dress your child safely for outdoor winter play: 
make sure that all strings, cords, and scarves are 
securely tucked inside snowsuits and coats; avoid 
dressing your child in loose outdoor clothing. Chil¬ 
dren's outdoor play should always be closely super¬ 
vised.

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Didsbury to implement 
community policing

Didsbury Is joining the ranks 
of communities all over Canada 
In Implementing a community 
policing concept to help close 
ranks bewteen residents and 
the ROMP. 

Didsbury ROMP detachment 
Sergeant Ray Mustard said 
plans are underway now to start 
the concept In the Didsbury 
detachment area. 

"Right now we are Just In the 
process of setting up a commu¬ 
nity advisory committee." said 
Mustard. "They are advisory to 
the commander and a commu¬ 
nication vehicle between the 
ROMP and the community and 
act as support for some pro¬ 
grams on crime prevention and 
detection.” 

Mustard said he hoped the 
commit tee won Id be es tal dished 
by this week. 

The Implementation of the 
community policing concept Is 
part of the RCMP's plan to stretch 
resources for policing across the 
country. The policy for the con¬ 
cept was brought In a few years 
ago and since then. RCMP de¬ 
tachments. one by one. have 
been setting up these commit¬ 
tees and working more closely 
with the community. 

"It's a little like going back to 
the old days when the police 
force was only one person and 
every one got Involved.” Mus¬ 
tard said. “Then we've come to a 
point where the constable Is the 
only person expected to deal 
with crime. Now we are moving 
back to getting the community 


Involved. It's a philosophy more 
that a program.” 

That philosophy may be the 
one way to ensure stepped up 
crime prevention and law en¬ 
forcement In the future as funds 
for policing become scarcer atid 
scareer. 

"We'll have to see where It will 
go though.” he said. "It depends 
on where the community wants 
to take It." 

In the meantime. Mustard 
said the grot ip. made up of mem¬ 
bers of all organizations and 
walks of life In Didsbury. will act 
as a resource organization to 
help set up community crime 
prevention programs and will 
also act as a board where citi¬ 
zens can take their concerns to. 

"It's a group that basically 
ensures communication be¬ 
tween the community and my¬ 
self." Mustard said. “For exam¬ 
ple. considering the number of 
break and enters we have had 
in the past little while, we are 
thinking about a neighborhood 
watch or a citizen's patrol. We 
as a pollee force can let the 
community know about pro¬ 
grams we believe will help and 
the committee can act as a re¬ 
source to help the people set 
theses programs up.” 

Mustard said all RCMP de¬ 
tachments will be setting up 
these community policing 
projects In each detachment 
area across the country over the 
next year. 

The target start up date for 
the concept In Didsbury Is April 
1. 1993.

tng (medium grind) and reflec¬ 
tive paint and fibreglass insula¬ 
tion (finest grind). Colored glass, 
plate glass, mirrors windshields, 
light bulbs and fluorescent 
tubes, and hardened glass like 
crystal and pyrex- - all of this kind 
of special glass can be pulver¬ 
ized and added to soil used In 
construction. 

Porcelain and other earthen¬ 
ware products can also be 
brought to the recycle centre. 
There Is no market for these 
except In construction projects, 
but by using porcelains and 
china this way we can at least 
keep It out ofour garbage dumps 
and. of course, save money. 

But. any glass brought to us. 
like paper and plastics must be 
free of food. Again. It Is not 
necessary to put them In the 
dishwasher and scour them a 
simple rinsing Is enough. Re¬ 
member dirty or contaminated 
glass is garbage and not worth 
much, but If It Is cleaned and 
free of "contaminants” then we 
can get a premium price for It In 
the market place. 

And now a word about pub¬ 
licity. Word gets around when 
an operation Is successful. We 
expect that as each household 
starts to recyele. nolgh!x>rs will 
talk. Children In our schools 


are already Involved In various 
recyellng projects In their class¬ 
rooms. 

Our recyele operation will 
depend very much on the pub¬ 
licity that each one of us can 
give It. Talk recycling with your 
neighbors. Be Imaginative. 
Design projects for yourself and 
let us know your Ideas. We will 
keep you Informed through your 
utility billing. Sometimes there 
will Ih> a message written on the 
water bills, other times we will 
enclose special Information In 
the envelope-but we will get 
Information and Ideas to you as 
we receive them. And watch the 
loeal newspapers -there Is 
bound to be some mention of 
recycling from us or the Envi¬ 
ronmental Advisory Board, and 
other Interested groups. 

And of course, there will be a 
lot of public advertising. We are 
hoping that as each business 
and household starts to recycle, 
they will be proud to display a 
specially designed recycling 
partners logo In their windows 
or wear a special lapel pin de¬ 
signed for those who use the 
recycling centre. 

Next week we will discuss 
another recycling venture that 
we can all start now—turning 
organic waste to peat.

Glass 
Is Just melted sand, so all the 
Jars we throw away can be 
ground up Intosand again. The

The Best Laid Plans! 

Some times the best laid of mice 
and men often go astray! So it was with 
a fertilizer test plots done in the Olds 
area in 1990 and 1991. 

In the 1990 plot showed only lim¬ 
ited response to nitrogen fertilizer by 
Katepwa wheat and Tobin canola but a 
significant response by 1 larrington bar¬ 
ley. (See Table I)

The reason for the results is appar¬ 
ent w'hen we looked at the soil test 
taken before the test site was fertilized. 
The site had a total of 83 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre before the fertilizer 
treatments were applied This was from 
testing to a depth of 3 feet. The top 6 
inches only recorded 33 pounds per 


per acre when measured to a 3 foot 
depth. The top 6 inches had 74 pounds 
per acre. (See Table 3)

Neapolis adds to list of award winning cheese 


by Janice Harrington 

Owners of the Neapolis Dairy 
east of Didsbury will have to 
start thinking about building a 
trophy case soon after winning 
yet another cheese award. 

The wall holding trophies and 
medals the company has taken 
for their specialty cheeses over 
the past few years Is growing 
full, especially after the com¬ 
pany was recently awarded the 
Sommervllle Industries Chal¬ 
lenge trophy for Alberta Variety 
Cheese their quark. They have 
also taken home the same tro¬ 
phy In 1980 and 1991 for other 
samples of their Canadian made 
cheeses. 

So how many awards does 
this add up to? 'Too many to 
count,” according to co-owner 
Bruce Engel and "not enough.” 
according to brother and other 
co-owner Roger. 

Both Engels have been heav¬ 
ily Involved with the company 
since their parents formed It In 
1961. They took over operations 
after the senior Engels went Into 
seml-retlrement. 

The cheese making company 
has expanded a lot since that 
time, adding a plant and new 
product lines to their credit. 

In total. Neapolis now offers 
11 different types of cheese: In¬ 
cluding brie (of which t heir dou¬ 
ble cream won a national prize 


last year), camembert, Umberger 
and quark. They also offer top 
quality cheddar cheese, all of 
which Is made from locally sup¬ 
plied milk. 

Both Engel brothers agree it's 
the hard work and dedication 
that has paid off. building a 
strong market In Ontario ans 
Quebec, and now In the west. 

"We take pride In what we 
do," said Bruce. "Even If It 
doesn't show dally. In the end, 
that’s what counts.” 

The Engels also credit part of 
their success to the saleability 
of their products. 

"Our sales have been steady, 
we really didn't suffer too much 
through the recession," said 
Bruce, who Is In charge of mar¬ 
keting the products to stores 
like Safeway and ot her large gro¬ 
cery chains. "Originally all our 
soft cheeses were sold to To¬ 
ronto and Montreal because t he 
market here was non-existent, 
but over the last 10 years, soft 
cheeses really started picking 
up.” 

But despite the fact that sales 
are good and the market Is con¬ 
tinuing to improve. Bruce and 
Roger have no plans for expan¬ 
sion. 

"We do have plans for an¬ 
other product tocomeout soon.”

Problems smoulder in the Cremona 
Fire Department 


by Kathy Parsons 

Over the past four years the 
Cremona Fire Department has 
developed Into a very highly 
trained and skilled medical and 
firefighting force. 

A lot of new equipment has 
been brought Into the depart¬ 
ment Including the recent addi¬ 
tions of a rescue unit and a new 
pumper truck and hours of 
tral nlng has the volunteers ready 
to use the equipment. 

But underneath all the new 
developments smoulders a con¬ 
flict which threatens the very 
existence of t he depart ment. The 
conflict Is between the Cremona 
Fire and Rescue Association, 
made up of the volunteer fire¬ 
men and the Cremona Rural 
and Urban Fire Association 
(C.R.U.F.A.). made up of three 
members of the Cremona Rural 
Fire Protection Association and 
two members from Cremona 
Indudlngone from Village Conn 
ell. 

C.R.U.F.A. Is responsible for 
the administrative and business 
affairs of the Fire Department 
while the executive of the 
Cremona Fire and Rescue Asso¬ 
ciation handle the day-to-day 
operations. 

The firemen claim that they 
have had to battle with 
C.R.IJ.F.A. over spending money 
on what they consider to be 
essential pieces of equipment. 
'There wasn't even enough hose 
to fight a fire al the school when 
I came on l>oard two years ago. 
We know money Is tight and we 


can respect that. But these men 
were going out In gear that was 
discarded by other departments 
years ago." says Fire ChiefTerry 
llannett who Is a 15-year vet¬ 
eran with the Calgary Fire De¬ 
partment. 

"We offered to buy 4 sets of 
bunker gear If they'd buy 4 sets.” 
says Terry Hannett. "but they 
said no and after three months 
of trying to reason with (hem we 
der ided to force the Issue." As a 
results the fireman started a 
lelterwrltlngand telephone cam¬ 
paign to bring the C.R.IJ.F.A. 
members around. 

"I think (hat's the crux of the 
problem." says C.R.ll.F.A. 
Chairman Dale llallett. "They 
went to everyone else they could 
before they came to us about 
their problem. It’s happened 
time and again with severalother 
Issues. Our problem with pur¬ 
chasing the gear at that time 
was simply budgetary. We were 
at the end of the budget year 
and had to wait until the money 
came In for the next year." 

Thellremendldget their bun¬ 
ker gear, "but only after we had 
put pressure on them and two 
guys were burnt In the mean¬ 
time. They tell us rubl>cr lxx>ts 
and gloves are good enough to 
fight fires with but IPs not their 
lives on the line." says I lannett. 

"We have struggled long and 
hard to get this far and quite 
frankly we are llrcd of the bat¬ 
tles. We understand that money 
Is light and we don’t feel we are 
asking for anything unreason¬ 
able. We want the protection we 


deserve In order to provide the 
protection Ihe community de¬ 
serves." 

llallett contends that the 
C.R.IJ.F.A. board has really tried 
to meet their requests. "In fact, 
we've even gone In Ihe hole to 
provide Ihe new truck which 
they requested. We have a very 
limited budget to work with." 

The new pumper truck has 
brought Ihe whole struggle to a 
head because the board In¬ 
tended Ihe new 1,000 gallon 
unit to replace an old 1.600 
gallon unit and Ihe firemen 
maintain they still need the old 
truck. 

Manned explains that with 
only two trucks they have about 
2,200 gallons of waler or al>out 
11 minutes worth on hand and 
Ifnoother source Is readily avail¬ 
able It Isn't enough water to 
perform a search and rescue 
Into a burning building. "I can't 
send men Into a fire to Ux>k for 
anyone If I have no waler to back 
them up." 

C.R.U.F.A. says that there 
Isn’t enough money to maintain 
the truck and there Is no place 
to house It because the fire hall 
Is full. "We have to draw the line 
somewhere," says 1 lallett. "I low 
much water Is enough? In most 
of the outlying areas a lire Is well 
engaged l>cforc the department 
gels there so It's not a question 
of saving the building but con¬ 
taining It so It doesn't spread to 
other buildings. The present 
water capacity Is adequate for 
lhat and It falls within Ihe aver¬ 
age response capacity In Ihe

county." 

llallett also maintains that 
there are alternatives to keep¬ 
ing and maintaining the truck. 
Alternatives like calling In other 
fire departments known as 
mutual aid and calling on pri¬ 
vate contractors to haul water. 

"It's not a viable alternative." 
says llannett, "It takes t<x> long 
to get another department here 
or to find a contractor to haul 
water.When we need water, we 
need It now, not In 40 minutes 
to an hour." 

A solution for Ihe pumper 


has been found because 
Cremona Village Council who 
owns the truck has offered to 
take over Its maintenance and 
purchase Ihe tank on It that 
belongs to C.R.IJ.F.A. 

But the pumper truck Issue 
Is symptomatic of Ihe ongoing 
conflict between the parties and 
11 remains strong. St rung enough 
that the majority of the firemen 
are prepared to quit over the 
problems. 

Even acknowledgement of 
their achievements would go

along way to solving the ani¬ 
mosity. "WeYe worked hard to 
bring In things like the rescue 
unit and the Jaws of Life with 
the generous support of corpo¬ 
rations. Individuals and groups 
like the Lions Club. It was our 
scrambling that made those 
things possible. And we know 
they haven't the budget for every¬ 
thing but they could have at 
least commended the men for 
their effort and dedication." says 
Hannett. 

He goes on to say that they 
have no representation on the 
board and no one from 
C.RU.F.A. has come to their 
meetings or practise sessions or 
even out on calls. 'We can't op¬ 
erate under these conditions and 
the majority of the guys are ready 
to walk out In frustration.” They 
complain C.RU.F.A. members 
aren't listening. 

Hallett says C.RU.F.A. mem¬ 
bers are frustrated as well and 
maintains that the firelighters 


aren't communicating with 
them. The firefighters aren't 
coming to us with the problems. 
We can’t very well address Is¬ 
sues when they aren't brought 
directly to us. Unfortunately we 
usually hear about these things 
for someone else asking ques¬ 
tions about what’s going on. We 
have monthly meetings and an 
Annual General Meeting and no 
one has come forward to Indi¬ 
cate a problem." 

It could be a different story at 
Ihlsyear's Annual General Meet¬ 
ing planned for February 26 at 
7:00 p.m. at the Cremona Ilall. 
Firemen have been busy lobby¬ 
ing local residents to support 
them In their cause. We want 
people to come to the meeting 
and nominate and elect people 
who they feel are representing 
their Interests," says Hannett. 
He believes the meeting will go 
along way to solving the present 
conflict by airing the Issues and 
even getting some fresh input 
by electing new members. 

Hallett. however, doesn’t 


think t he meeting will solve any¬ 
thing because It Isn't really the 
place to discuss these Issues. 
The meeting Is between rate¬ 
payers and the board and It will 
brtngany concerns citizens have 
as to fire protection to the board 
and we will gladly address them. 
But solving the conflict is some¬ 
thing the firefighters and the 
board have to address between 
themselves." 

The firemen's lobbying, how¬ 
ever. seems to have generated 
enough concern that the newly 
formed Division 2 Ratepayer's 
Association has requested a 
meeting with the C.R.U.F.A. 
board on February 16 at 8:00 at 
the Chinook Arts Building In 
Water Valley. 

Bud Sheppard. Chairman of 
the Ratepayer's Association 
says, "we need to find out what 
C.RU.F.A.'s intentions are to 
solve the current problems and 
what changes they view as nec¬ 
essary to Improve the situation." 

Fire protection for Division 2 
Is part of the mandate for the 


Ratepayer's Association and 
Sheppard Intends that their 
memberships view are ex¬ 
pressed to C.R.U.F.A.

Sandstone ultimately gave 
way to steel and glass, of course, 
but It would not be right for 
Calgarians to forget the build¬ 
ings which gave the city a lift 
Into the 20th century. The two- 
or three-story structures of the 
1890's are humble by modem 
standards, but back then they 
were the state of the art—a 
unique style for a city unwit¬ 
tingly built on a bounty of yellow 
stone. 

(This story Is one of hun¬ 
dreds appearing In "Alberta In 
the Twentieth Century," the 
magnificent 11 -volume history 
of our province being produced, 
one volume a year, throughout 
the 1990s. You can sec and 
purchase your copy of Volume 
1. entitled "The Great West Be¬ 
fore WOO," (292 pages with 279 
great pictures) at your local Al¬ 
berta Treasury Branch. For an 
Albertan you love, who loves 
Alberta. It makes a wonderful 
Christmas or birthday gift -for 
this year and 10 more years to 
come.) 

At two o'clock a.m. on Octo¬ 
ber 15.1886. a lire broke out In 
a feed store on Calgary's Atlan¬ 
tic Avenue. As the (lames spread. 
volunteer firemen awakened by 
the commotion found to their 
dismay t hat customs officers had 
locked up the town's brand-new 
fire engine and hose-reel. 
Calgary. It seems, had not yet 
been able to pay the customs 
duty on the 11.S. made equip¬ 
ment. The firefighters broke Into 
the building and retrieved the 
engine, but 16 buildings were 


wiped out In Calgary's "Great 
Fire" before It could be used. 

This led to a much-needed 
reorganization of Calgary's lire 
department. But It also had ar¬ 
chitectural consequences. The 
conflagration changed Calgary 
from a wooden front ler town Into 
the "Sandstone City." a com¬ 
munity that could boast Alber¬ 
ta's stateliest buildings in the 
years to come. 

In 1880 a Mountle named 
Joe Butlln had retired from the 
NWMI’ to a ranch two and a half 
miles south of Calgary. Sixm he 
noticed a seam of porous yel¬ 
lowish rook beneath his land. 


The presence of the sandstone 
became common knowledge In 
the area, but no one yet sus¬ 
pected that the rock would lie- 
come useful to builders. 

Alter the fire of 1886 the 
sandstone began to attract at¬ 
tention. Naturally there was a 
building Ixxmi as businessmen 
hast ened to replace gut ted build¬ 
ings. and before long a number 
of sandstone quarries had come 
Into existence. Butlln. an enter¬ 
prising soul, started one on his 
ranch. In 1887 Calgary's first 
large sandstone structure, the 
Knox Presbyterian Church, was 
built.

table once In awhile and have 
these drawing competitions 
where we'd each try to copy a 
drawing of some sort. It was fun 
and kept my mind working crea¬ 
tively." Jack Hama, his father, 
still paints landscapes and still- 
lifes today, as a hobby. 

For 1 lama, the road to perfec¬ 
tion Is on-going. Every project 
he completes Is a growing proc¬ 
ess bringing him closer to his 
true artistic style. Recently, he 
completed a course In anima¬ 
tion and has practiced sculpt¬ 
ing. "I haven’t really had a lot of 
time to do a lot of stuff for my¬ 
self, but If I could. I'd like to start 
Into some more conceptlonal 
drawing projects.". 

What still motivates him the 
most, though. Is the finished 
product. "1 really enjoy the feel¬ 
ing of having something com¬ 
pleted ... something to show for 
all the hours I put Into what I do. 
It’s satisfying." 


Being an artist In the nineties 
means more than Just having 
the skill to perfect your creative 
talents. Today. It also means 
staying versatile. 

Just ask Didsbury artist 
1 lenry Hama. Since convocatlng 
from the University of Calgary 
with a Bachelor's degree In Art 
three years ago. Hama has 
painted, sculpted. and sketched 
his way Into numerous Jobs ... 
his longest-standing being a 
graphic artist at Contemporary 
Graphics Ltd. and The Didsbury 
Review. 

But dcslgnlngand coordinat¬ 
ing advertising and promotional 
materials for businesses around 
the county represents only a 
small piece of how Hama makes 
use of hts artistic talents. He Is 
also a freelance ad designer for 
commercial businesses In 
Calgary, creator of the comic 
strip "Not So Bright." and takes 
on numerous weekend sketch¬ 
ing and drawing assignments 
from friends and contacts ap¬ 
preciative of his often concep¬ 
tual designs. 

Recently, he has Joined Pub¬ 
lisher Gene Hartmann in form¬ 
ing "Elite Edltlons"-an art pro¬ 
duction company that repro¬ 
duces some of the paintings 
Hama creates. Since entering 


Into the art scene shortly Ijefore 
Christmas, Elite Editions has 
made available two of his more 
recent wildlife prints at both 
Delroy's Gallery and Frame In 
Olds and the Village Gallery next 
to the Kananaskls Lodge In 
Kananaskls Country. 

The old adage of the starving 
artist makes Hama laugh ... not 
because It Isn’t true, but be¬ 
cause he has learned a way to 
lessen Its Impact. "I started out 
believing that 1 was In this busi¬ 
ness to make a lot of money . .. 
but If that were tnie. I'd have to 
give It [being an artist) up. To 
survive, you need an alternate 
base of Income to rely on and 
some sort of stable form of em¬ 
ployment where you get a regu¬ 
lar pay cheque every second 
week." 

I lama attributes hls commit¬ 
ment to survive as an artist to 
hls family. "I’ve been drawing 
ever since I can remember. My 
father and I used to sit at the
